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Economic Highlights 

This year witnessed the largest tax cuts In the 
history of the federal "government Virtually every- 
one will feel .the benefits - - farmers, businessmen, 
salaried employes, people who receive income in the 
Jorm of dividends, hourly workers, working moth- 
ers, and so on. AIL the excise taxes were reduced save 
the historic ones on liquor and tobacco, On top of 
that, the federal tax laws were given an all-out over- 
haul for the first time in 75 years. 

That adds up to good news. It means that Individ- 
uals and enterprise will be able to keep many billions 
^that would have gone to Washington under the old 
tax rates and laws. 

However, there is a big fly in the ointment, In 
the form of .state government. Next, year If current 
plans are consummated, the states as a whole will 
start taking bigger and bigger tax bites. Should that 
happen, obviously, a' substantial part of the benefits 
of the federal reductions will be lost to the taxpayers. 

The Wall Street Journal, tells the story, in a tea- 
•'. lure article by-lined by Lindley H. Clark, Jr. In the 
1953 fiscal year, state general expenditures outran 
jgneral revenues by nearly $299,000,000. It is be- 
lieved that the complete 1954 figures, which aren't 
yet available, will. show a. similar trend. As Mr. 
Clark explains it, iy . . . the lawmakers still Insist 
on spending more money than the collectors can rake 
in from the taxpayers!" 

Mr. Clark then* sums up some of the current 
fiscal troubles that are cited by state tax officials and 
administrators. The federal government has moved 
in on sources of revenue that once were exclusive 
state prerogatives - - the gasoline tax is an example 
of this. In some stales, sales tax revenues have been 
below last year's level, and this tax is the biggest 
money-producer the states now have, accounting for 
some 23 per cent of the total. State income tax receipts 
have also tended downward. Local governments are 
asking more and more state aid, for such purposes 
as schools, roads and welfare, and this demand is 
more likely to increase than to' decrease. <The mater- 
ials shortages during the war virtually eliminated 
state building and improvement activity, and so that 
load is extremely heavy now. 

Where will states go in search of more money? 
The answer, according to Mr. Clark is that "states 
generally are trying to pry all the revenue they can 
from existing taxes before trying new levies . . . State 
officials find the hunt for new revenue sources a dif- 
ficult one.' Thus, the pressure is on to squeeze more 
money from such sources as gas taxes, sales taxes, and 
property taxes. Also, attention is being given to 
tightening up tax law enforcement. 

Last fiscal year, total state .tax collections hit a 
record $11,100,000,000. That was five per cent above 



'53 and 10 per cent above '52. And next year, to* 
quote Mr. Clark once more, "nearly all legislatures 
will meet in cither regular or special sessions ; shd 
Indications are they'll be hammering out new ,tnx 
laws by the hundreds." 

The moral that can be drown Is simple. Most; of 
us think of tax matters primarily In respect to federal 
levies and policies - - but state fiscal affairs are mighty 
important too.

tance away. 

The latest- model' planetarium 
weighs only one-fifth of the. ordi- 
nary type and was made exclusive- 
ly to .provide , astronomical re- . 

search facilities for those institu- 
tions which could not a fiord the 
usual expensive Installation, 

The new small electric clutch 
controls the . movement *.of the 
planetarium In all directions. It 
enables the planetarium to demon- 
strate the positions of certain con- 
stellations, such "as the Big Dip- 
per, either 100,000 years In the past ' 
or the same distance In the future. 

This Is the first time a device has 
been able to span this many years 
and the 1,100 pound planetarium is 
expected to more than double the 
use of planet ariums throughout 
the world.

Farmers Oppose 
Federal Compulsory .^ 
Soc. Security Program 

DeKalb — Farmers in Northern 
Illinois reveal a strong interest in 
highway safety, disapproval of com- 
pulsory social security for farmers, 
and a desire for increased world 
trade. 

These facts emerged from the last 
in a scries of area report meetings 
here recently in the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association's policy de- 
velopment program. 

Purpose of the meotings is to 
gather farmers' opinions on local, 
state and national issues, explained 
Otto Steffey, vice president of the 
IAA and meeting cbarlman. 
, These opinions will guide writing 
of resolutions to be placed before 
the Farm Bureau organization's vot- 
ing delegates at the annual meeting 
Nov, 15-18 in Chicago. 

On safety, social security, and 
world trade, farmers from the IB 
counties reporting here followed the 
pattern of opinion set in the first 
four meetings at Mt. Vernon, Cham- 
paign, Jacksonville and Gatcsburg. 
The subject of toll roads, however, 
was more on the minds of farmers 
in this area than in central or south- 
ern Illinois. 

Kane county's report on the issue 
asked a close watch on toll road 
legislation to protect the property 
owners of land acquisitions. In 
many townships, there was concern 
over the loss of assessed valuation. 
Whiteside county, through which 
a proposed toll highway cuts, re- 
ported farmers were willing to ac- 
cept toll roads if damages were ade- 
quately compensated. 

These reports, and those given at 
Galesburg, stressed the need for 
frequent underpasses large enough 
to permit all types of farm machin- 
ery to pass from one farm to an- 
other. 

Counties reporting here were: 
Cook, DuPagc, Kane, Lake, McHen- 
ry, Will, Boone, DeKalb, Grundy, 
Kendall, LaSalle, Winnebago, Car- 
roll, JoDavicss, Lee, Ogle, Stephon- 
son, and Whiteside."

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Poor Oyster Has 
More Than Share 
Of Natural Enemies 



i The oyster, despite Its sedent- 
. Dry habits, lends a perilous life, 
from spawning to harvest. 

When the "r" month rolls 
around, the mollusks are again In 
season and may be found In stews, 
scalloped, panned and fried dishes 
everywhere. Those consumed by 
humans, however, represent only 
a tiny minority of the enormous 
potential supply, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Natural enemies garble up the 
larvae as they swim about for a 
brief period of freedom before at- 
taching themselves to some solid 
object at the bottom of a bay or 
estuary. After the "setting," pred- 
ators get to the soft body even 
behind Its armor of shell. 

The oyster drill, a small snail, 
bores through the hard outer cov- 
ering. Drum fish, skates and other 
rays crush the shells between 
grinding teeth. Concha chip away 
at the oyster's bill (opposite the 
hinge) to make an entrance. Star- 
fish pry the shells apart with nrms 
equipped with suctionlike cups, 
then turn their digestive mechan- 
ism Inside out to absorb the flesh. 

Muscles may starve a whole oys- 
ter colony by growing over it and 
cutting off the food supply— the 
microscopic plant and animal or- 
ganisms that the oyster Alters from 
the many gallons of sea water it 
pumps in and out of Its shell each 
day. 

Sharp temperature change may 
also kill the bivalves. Too much 
or too little salt in the water is 
a hazard. So is a soft mud bed In 
which oysters may smother. Pol- 
luted water may infect them or 
retard growth. 

Naturalists have always found 
the oyster interesting. Some vari- 
eties, they say, change sex in 
mid stream of life. 



Treat Eye Defects 
Early, Report Says 

MINNEAPOLIS— Unless certain 
common eye defects are treated 
before children reach school age. 
the damage to their sight is likely 
to be permanent, says a national 
life insurance company report 
which recommends a thorough 
eye examination for every child 
by age three or three and a half. 

If a child's eyes are even 
slightly crossed, or If one eye 
deviates outward, upward, or 
downward, normal vision fre- 
quently falls to develop in the 

"off" eye; the same thing often 
happens if one eye Is more near- 
sighted or more far-sighted than 
the other, says the report: 

The worst handicap to a child's 
future chances, it adds, Is the 
well-meaning friend or relative 
who tells the parents, "Wait a 
while. He may outgrow It. ' ' 

Children simply do not outgrow 
crossed eyes or definite refractive 
impairments. And if treatment is 
delayed, permanent dnmnge to 
the sight commonly results— the 
weaker eye fails to develop nor- 
mally unless It is put on the right 
track by the time the child Is 
five or six years old. 

Crossing or other deviation 
sometimes do not show when the 
child looks straight ahead, but 
only when looking up, down, or 
to the side. Treatment of crossed 
eyes should begin as soon as de- 
tected. Glasses, exercises and al- 
ternate covering patches, if used 
In time under competent direc- 
tion, will correct many cases with- 
out surgery. 



Shortstop Stops Game 
By Taking Short Walk 

PARIS, Kentucky— All kinds of 
excitement broke out when the 
LaGrange Reformatory baseball 
team shortstop took a walk— one 
that wasn't indicated by the game 
umpire. 

His team had taken to the Held 
when it was noticed he wasn't at 
his position. Somebody saw him 
running away. The entire team, 
Including players sitting on the 
bench lit out after him— 28 of 
them, 

The convicts swarmed all over 
Paris looking for the shortstop. 
One other player got lost, stopped 
at a grocery store and was told 
how to get back to the ball park. 
Eventually the team gave up the 
search and went back to the 
prison. 

The police didn't give up, later 
found the missing player, who had 
donned ordinary clothing. He was 
returned to prison, no doubt with 
a mighty error chalked up against 
him. 

In the excitement, nobody re- 
membered to report the score of 
the Interrupted gpme — or the op- 
ponent.

Town's Volunteer 



Firelighters Pay 
For Tough Jobs 



. MADISON, W. Vo.— On one win- 
tor's night the volunteer firefight- 
ers of Madison Jumped out of 
their warm beds and, dressing as 
they ran, converged on the fire 
house. They raced, more than a 
mile to a farm home, extin- 
guished n blaze In the living room 
and were cleaning up — all within 
nine minutes. 

Madison's firefighters actually 
pay for the privilege of such 
service. Themselves unpaid, they 
pay dues, receiving nothing In 
turn from their work except the 
thanks of the 2,000 citizens of 
Madison. Their uniforms, equip- 
ment and fire house and trucks 
never have cost residents a penny 
In taxes. 

To perform this fiscal miracle, 
the volunteers have In the past 
three years built with their own 
hands a handsome fire house of 
concrete block and frame con- 
struction, and by collecting and 
selling metnl scrap have raised 
the funds for two fire trucks, an 
emergency ambulance, the lat- 
est tn oxygen equipment — a 
"Pheolator" — for reviving vic- 
tims of breathing stoppages, and 
miscellaneous tools and appar- 
atus. 

When the siren goes, day or 
night, an assortment of citizens 
converge on the flrehouse — a 
truck driver, a .former bomber 
pilot, a grocer, a printer, the 
mayor— all bound by a common 
purpose: To serve the commun- 
ity as good neighbors. 

They have to be good neigh- 
bors, since they do it for free. 
Says one- volunteer: "You can't 
pay a man (enough) for getting 
up in the middle of the night to 
go out in zero weather, over Icy 
roads, to risk his lite putting out 
a. fire." . 

Plenty of Uranium 
Left to Discover 

NEW YORK — Uranium pros- 
pecting in this country has hardly 
scratched the surface of the 
United States' potential, accord- 
ing to leading suppliers or atomic 
and geophysical instruments. 

In spite of thousands of new- 
comers already in the field, and 
the vast new areas already pros- 
pected, the North East of the 
United States is practically vtr- 
gin territory. Prospectors have 
been concentrating around Colo- 
rado. Utah, Wyoming in the past. 

Now full-time and holiday pros- 
pectors are finding uranium In 
New York. New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia, Florida and even 
in New England, Some of the 
"hottest" uranium-bearing ore in 
the entire continent was recently 
discovered in a New Hampshire 
stone quarry. The extent of the 
radioactive vein is being investi- 
gated. 

Among geologists, the presence 
of uranium in New^ England Is 
not unexpected since nearby Can- 
ada has long enjoyed the same 
vigorous Interest in uranium pros- 
pecting as our own Southwest. 



Two-Year-Old Survives 
Near Tragic Accident 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Two-year- 
old Philip Ray Hibbs can con- 
sider himself mighty lucky after 
an Incident which happened not 
far from his back yard. 

Philip was struck by a train, 
but suffered only a cut above 
his left eye. 

His mother said the boy un- 
locked a rear screen door while 
she was in front of the house. A 
single railroad track is about 20 
feet from the rear of their house. 

A moment later Mrs, Hibbs 
heard a switch engine pulling 
several cars and heard Philip 
Ray crying. He ran to her, in- 
dicating by gestures that the slow 
moving train had struck him and 
knocked him down.

WASHINGTON-Vnat numbers of 
"glass bugs," loss all zed insects, 
spiders and mites of ,29,000,000 
year* ago, are being 'recovered 
from ancient lake bottom deposits 
tinder the Mohave lleflcrt, 

The lako bottom' mud eventually 
became layers of ahale. Within this 
shale, Geological Survey workers 
found nodules of limestone, about 
the 'size and' appearance of wal- 
nuts. When these nuts were dis- 
solved In formic acids at the U. S. 
National Museum, It ; was found 
that much of what remained con- 
sisted of insects and other crea- 
tures in perfect state of preserva- 
tion. • 

The Insect fossils look as If they 
were cast -in milk glass, Each 
nodule contained as' many as a 
dozen specimens,. Almost in- 
.visibly minute, delicate hairs on 
the legs remained Just as they* 
were In life. 

The specimens are all minute. 
They evidently were either' crea- 
tures which actually, lived in the 
lake or flew In great numbers 
just above the surface. As they 
died they dropped to the bottom 
and became burled- In the mud. 
Then the transformation to "glass" 
apparently, took place quite rapid- 
ly, to Judge from their* perfection. 

The discovery opens up a whole 
hitherto unknown fauna, says Na- 
tional Museum entomologists, They 
were all Insects, spiders, and mites 
of the Miocene geological period, 
about halfway between the appear- 
ance of modern' forms of life on 
earth and the present. 

Insects are 'about the first forms 
of animal life .known on land. 
They first appear In fossil records 
during the Devonian period In 
England.

Bad Garden Soil 
May Cause Disease 

CHICAGO— Garden soil, partic- 
ularly if taken from around chick- 
en houses/ may 'be the 'source of 
a form of lung disease once con- 
sidered' rare and fatal. 

Two physicians and two scien- 
tists reported In the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
a case. of the pneumonia-like dls- . 
tase, histoplasmosis, . which .re- 
sulted from inhaling the dust of 
infected soil. The patient suffered 
severe headaches, sore throat, gen- 
eral aches, and fever not long 
after sifting soil bought for his 

garden. He said the soil was dry. 
and contained chicken feathers. It 
was later proved to contain the 
disease causing fungus. 

A neighbor who used -the same 
soil In her flower beds suffered a 
similar illness; but soil tests taken 
several months later did not show 
fungus. Both patients recovered 
with apparent after-effects. • - 

Epidemics of the disease have 
often been associated with inhala- 
tion of. dust in abandoned houses, 
dusty silos, storm- cellars and 
chicken coops. Chickens are prob- 
ably not. the source of the Infec- 
tion but areas frequented by chick- 
ens may favor development of lb* 
fungus, says the report.

On City's Smog 

NEW YORK— Spinach has been 
drafted for Loa Angeles' wnr on 
smog, says Wilfred M. Noble, air 
pollution plant specialist of Los 
Angeles County, 

Spinach, petunias and annual 
bliie grass are now being put to 
work by the Air Pollution Control 
District in test stations through- 
out the Los ' Angeles area to 'de- 
termine the causes, occurrence 
and intensity of smog, he said. 
A number of plant* have been 
observed to display a distinctive 
damage pattern when exposed to 
smog, and a study of this damage 
yields much information helpful 
to the smog control program. 

These studies have also shown 
that gasoline and automobile ex- 
haust fumes are potential factors 
In the production of smog. Smog 
damage has been estimated to 
cause $480,000 annual loss in veg- 
etable crops atone in Los Angeles 
County. 

Animal tissue cells are similar 
to plant cells in many ways. Be- 
cause of this, Mr. Noble stated, 
the district will widen the scope of 
present experiments with vege- 
tation. The researchers plan to 
Isolate single plant cells and study 
the effects of various pollutants In 
order, to determine why certain 
cells are mare sensitive than 
others. 

Damage to plants, induced by 
artificial smog In the laboratory, 
might serve as a botanical tool to 
study the growth and development 
of leaves, he suggested. 
• Only plant cells In a specific 
stage of maturity suffer this, dam- 
age, which has not been described 
previously. 

Rapid growth causes an Increase 
In the width of the band of some 
plants. A high concentration of 
pollutants causes injury to the 
more resistant ceils so that larger 
areas will be affected. Extended 
periods of exposure, repeated 
dally, may cause on overlapping 
of bands In some plants which 
normally have wide bands of 
damage. 



Buses Replacing 
Red School Houses 

WASHINGTON — The big yellow 
school bus is pushing the little 
red schoolhouse off the American 
landscape. 

Although there remain 45,000 
one-room schools (some still red), 
the number is shrinking at the 

approximate rate of 10 a day. 

School districts have been en- 
larged. Modern steel, stone and 
glass structures, each housing 
hundreds of pupils and 10 or more 
teachers, are replacing the ele- 
mentary classrooms where four 
or more grades studied and re- 
cited side by side. 

Educators believe advantages 
of consolidation outwelght the 
good points of the "little red" 
schools. Progress In road build- 
ing and motor transportation has 
made it possible to hire mare 
and better-trained teachers. Larg- 
er buildings offer better facili- 
ties at lower cost per pupil. 

In the school year 1917-13, 198,- 
000 one-room schools represented 
71 per cent of all the country's 
school buildings. By 1940. the 
number had dropped to 114,000, 
and by 1952 only 51,800 single- 
unit buildings were left. 

Most of the remaining one- 
teacher schools offer instruction 
only up to the sixth grade. Using 
primitive equipment, they arc 
scattered in rural areas. A few 
cities still hove single-room build- 
ings. 



Industry's Engineers 
See Around Corners 

MILWAUKEE— Engineers run-i 
nlng conveyors are seeing around 
corners these days. 

Impossible? Not all— it's being 
done through industrial television 
and factory video is increasing 
by many fold the operations that 
can be supervised by one man, 

B. G. Schneider, assistant chief 
engineer for Chain Belt Company, 
described Industrial television at 
a Milwaukee meeting of mechan- 
ical engineers. 

"By industrial television, con- 
trol through an operator's observ- 
ance Is greatly extended," he 
said, "and moreover it con be ex- 
tended into areas of extreme 
heat, cold, chemical fumes, or 
other conditions which normally 
exclude the presence of an observ- 
er." 

, The possibilities for application 
of industrial television are un- 
limited and without question a 
greatly expanded use of it will be 
seen In years to come, he added. 



No Pounding Feet 
LAKELAND, Fla. — Lakeland 
policemen ore riding their beats 
on bicycles equipped wtth two-woy 
radios. i 

Police Chief Leo Brooker ex- 
plains that the bikes will let the 
policemen make their rounds more 
quickly and cover wider areas, 
And not to be overlooked, he 
says, Is the fact that "bicycles 
ore aikuU and the approach of 
the officers will not be noticed." 



Female 'Ham' 
Operates Highest 
Chicago Station 

" CHICAGO— When and if disas- 
ter should strike Chicago, Mrs. 
Grace Rydcn. one of the key fig- 
ures in amateur radio operation, 
will be ready for it. 

Mrs. Ryden is president of the 
Young Ladies Radio League and 
one of the top "hams" In lhe>mfd- 
west, She was recently appointed 
head of the Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Services, known as 
RACES, in Chicago. 

She operates the highest "ham" 
station in Chicago— with an an- 
tenna 140 feet above the ground 
in the President Hotel. She and 
her fellow members of the Young. 
Ladles Radio League have also 
opened a joint station In Gompcrs 
Park Fieldhouse. Chicago, which 
can transmit a distance of 100 
mile a and have plans, for a second 
unit capable of transmitting coast- 
to-coast. 

Like most top-notch operators, 
Mrs. Ryden finds her chief prob- 
lem that of keeping equipment In 
•good working order for any emer- 
gency, This problem was aided 
recently when she was awarded a 
$300 scholarship on radio repair 
and maintenance by a radio and 
television school. 

Now, she's ready for any emer- 
gency. She says, "In the event 
disaster strikes and' all telephone 
and radio, and television service 
is wiped out, we will carry on, 
even If we have to hitch our 
radios to automobile batteries." 

Determined? Sure, she is. She 
adds: "Never underestimate the 
power of a woman. Just give us 
the equipment, the training, and 
the know-how, and we will carry 
on In any emergency." 



Twisted Root Top 
Antidote in India 

WASHINGTON— For more than 
3,000 years the twisted root of a 
low-climbing plant with pinkish- 
white blossoms has been used In 
India as an antidote for snake 
and insect bites, fever, intestinal 
Ills, insanity and insomnia, and 
as an aid in childbirth. For the 
past two decades, the root, called 
"rauwolfia serpentina," also has 
gained unprecedented popularity 
in India in the treatment of hy- 
pertension (high Wood pressure), 
says a Bombay physician, 

Dr. Rustom Jai Vakil told a 
session of the American Heart 
Association that he has employed 
auwolfla serpentina in more than 

3,000 cases of high blood pres- 
sure in the past U years. The 
first clinical reports to appear 
outside India on its therapeutic 
value have caused the drug to 
attract International interest and 
physicians in many countries are 
testing the hypotensive (pressure- 
lowering) properties both of the 
crude whole root and the indi- 
vidual alkaloids (chemical com- 
pounds) rauwolda serpentina it 
known to contain. 

The drug has a soothing effect 
on the general nervous system, 
a property which has led to its 
testing with the mentally 111. Pa- 
tients report that It gives a "sense 
of well-being," improves appe- 
tite, increases capacity for men- 
tal and physical effort, and en- 
ables them to sleep better. 



Piano Stilt Basic 
Beginner's Instrument 

CHICAGO— The piano Is still 
the basic instrument in Amer- 
ican musical education, say the 
results of a poll of 1,000 Instru- 
mental music directors all over 
the country. 

With study of music zooming- 
there are now about 7,500,000 chil- 
rden learning to play an instru- 
ment, the American Music Con- 
ference says— brass instruments, 
strings, fretted strings, reeds and 
percussion Instrument have grown 
rapidly In popularity. But 76 per 
cent of the music educators say 
the piano Is still the best instru- 
ment for a student to start on, 

More than 95 per cent of the 
educators In large and small 
schools 'agreed that the student 
who has studied piano learns ■ 
second instrument more easily 
and rapidly. 

The Instructors chose both mel- 
ody or pre-band Instruments and 
piano "keyboard exepHence" as 
the most effective ways to teach 
note reading. In "keyboard ex- 
perience" the piano is used as a 
means of teaching the funda- 
mentals of music to whole 
classes, rather than teaching 
piano playing directly. 
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Double Protection 
WASHINGTON— The Air Force 
is equipping B-47 Jet bombers with 
drag parachutes to cut landing 
approach speed, in addition to 
the larger chutes now used for 
braking on the ground. 

The new parachutes are 10 
inches In diameter, Just halt the 
size of the breaking parachutes 
which B-47's have been using for 
six years.
